In patients 
who failed to get good results the 
disease had extended to other por- 
tions of the lung making complete 
removal impossible. 


Patients with bronchiectasis who 
are in middle or late life usually 
are so worn down by their disease 
that surgery is usually not recom- 
mended.

Bronchitasis is a disease 
of 
young adults, many of them wom- 
en. Original bronchial infection de- 
velops from sinusitis, measles, in- 
fluenza, whooping cough, scarlet fe- 
ver, and pn.sumoma. 


Remove to Avoid Spread 
Patients are usually ill for some 
time before surgery is considered. 
The disease is generally limited to 
one part of the lung. The good re- 
sults which follow surgical remov- 
al suggests the operation should be 
done in the early stages. In patients 
who failed to get good results the 
disease had extended to other por- 
tions of the lung making complete 
removal impossible. 


Patients with bronchiectasis who 
are in middle or late life usually 
are so worn down by their disease 
that surgery is usually not recom- 
mended.
